An Ordinance further to amend the Essential Supplies 
(Temporary Powers) Act, 1946. 

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 

Now, THEREFORE, in exercLso of tlie powers conferred by clause (1) of article 
123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the following 
Ordinance : — > 

1. Short title and commencement.- — (2) This Ordinance may be called the 
Essential Supplies (Temporary Powers) Amendment Ordinance, 1950. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 3, Act XXIV of 1946.— During the period of 
operation of this Ordinance, the Essential Supplies (Temporary Powers) ActJ 
1916, shall have effect as if in section 3 — • 

(a) in sub-section (2), for the words “notified order’’ the word “order” 

had been substituted; 

(b) after sub-section (2), the following sub-section had been inserted, 

namely: — 

“(2.1) An order made under sub-section (2) shall, — 

[a) in the case of an order of a general nature or affectino- a 
class of persons, be notified in the Official Gazette; and 
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(6) in the case of an order affecting an individual peisoii, ba 
served on such person— 

(i) by delivering or tendering it to that person, or 

('ii) by affixing it on the outer door oi some other eon- 
spicuous pait of the piemises m which that person lives.”

Whereas Parliament is not m session and the President is satisfied thit 
circumstances exist which lender it necessary lor him to take immediate 
action ;

referred to as the said Act), shall have effect as if, in the Second Schedule to 
the said Act, — 

(a) m the last column of Item No 3 tor the enti> ‘‘Rs 100”, the 
entry ‘‘Rs. 400” had been substituted, 

(b) after Item No 3, the following Item Iiad been inserted, namely — 

“ 3(1) I Cotton waste (ail sorts) I . . [50 per cent. 

1 I I ad valorem 

(c) the followmig Item had been inserted at the end, namely — 

“ 12 I Raw wool J . . I 30 per cent. 

j I I ad valorem 

• 8. Export duty not leviable on raw wool in certain bases — Notwithstanding 
anything contained in the said Act, as amended by this Ordinance, no export 
duty shall be leviable on raw wool wffiich is exported from India within a 
period of thirty days from the commencement of this Oidinance under and 
in accordance with the conditions of a licence issued before such commence- 
ment by competent authority.
